second year, beets; then clover for two 
years, last crop being plowed under;

In Montana the best rotation for 
beet raising la as follows: Wheat, 
clover, oats, sugar beeU, barley and 
peas. In Utah the following rotation 
gives food satisfaction: First you, 
sugar beets; second year, peas and oats 
for forage: third ysar, sugar 
fourth ysar. oata, 
fifth year, alfalfa.

A Kansas correspondent write* "In 
making a throe-horse evener for a disk, 
I would Ilks to know where the hole 
Should be bored. Should two-thirds of 
the ovener be given to the single horse 
to make an even distribute of the 
pull, or should It bs measured from 
the outside of the singlet reef" 

You will ei«erience but little diffi- 
culty In dividing the load equally 
among the horses if you take into 
consideration the fact that the amount 
of work each horse does Is In propor- 
tion to the lever arm or the portion 
of the doubletree given to him. In 
the case of three horses the third 
horse, or on. which work* singly, In 
order to do the same amount of work 
aa tho other two, should be given 
twice the length of lever arm aa the 
team. The length of the evener and 
alao the length of the singletrees will 
ths site of the horses and 
you desire working them 
or somewhat spread out 
For summsr work the horses will 
stand ths heat a little better If given 
plenty of room. This is advisabls 
where conditions are such that mors 
room can be given and at the same 
time not hinder accomplishing the 
work aatlsfactorily. 

You will note In Illustration No. 1, 
that tho third horse Is given thirty 
Inches of the lever arm, while the 
other two are given only fifteen. This 
distance Is satisfactory for medium- 
sized horsea. Where larger teams are 
to be used, it should be 
accordingly. 




Sometimes It Is necessary ia working 
youg animals, or light horses, to give 
them an advantage. This can be done 
by Increasing ths length of toe lever 
arm. There la no set rule for deter- 
mining the amount of advantage to be 
given in th. case of amall horses. The 
most satisfactory way Is to use a num- 
ber of holee and simply shift the clevis 
until ths amall horse is able to carry 



the load the entire day without be- 

lever arm or ad vantage goven ths small 
horse should be In proportion to the 
weight, but this Is not always satisfac- 
tory beoanss It Is not taking rnto con 
otdeiatlon the physical condition of 
the horses, which is a very Important 
factor. However, to begin with, this 
tnettiod of adjustment doee very well; 
other changes can be made aa occasion
